while leaving in alMyauoe tbe disj^utu as to 
the ownership of Behringeea and tbe vali.l 
ity of tbe Kussiaii maratime eeesio i .i- 
agalust foreign nations.

BcRANTorr, Pa., April 6.— Oeneral Master 
Workman Powderly ha.s written a reply to 
tbe letter published by Henry Warner, of 
the Alleghany county work bouse, concern- 
ing a bill now pending before the Pennsyl- 
vania legisUtura fie says: 

"I bellave that an investigation will show 
fliat our prisons and penitentiaries oontain 

as much talent as th" house of representa 
tiviy of tho state, and, while i* wonl l not do 
to turn convicts into legislators, it would be 
eminently proper to drill and educito them 
that they woulcf be more amenable to law 
and its influences when they leave the pris- 
ons. Mr. Warner argues that the work 
house is the only sucoessfiil place to com- 
pete against the Standard Oil company, but 
he does not state what influence the perni- 
cious actions of the Standard Oil company 
had in filing tbe walk honass and prisons. 

"It was unfair ooaipaMlion on the part of 
tbe Standard Oil company and kindred con- 
oemathat drove other eorporations with 
less capital ont of bualnsait then, nnable to 
pay a fair rata of .wafaai thay out down the 
compensation of thrir warUngmen. Then 
followed suspaariaM tr*m worit on tbe part 
of worldagmea aad bnaknmtqy on the part 
of the oompetitoRs; then (olwwed crime and 
then priaon and aa introdaetion to Warner, 
whoaa intimaey with hooaat man is BO limited 
that he knows aothfaNt«( tbair wants, feel- 
ings or aspiratioaa 

"After that aama tha btthig of the 
labor of oonvlals, no* to the high- 
est bidder, but to SOflM tavority. 
in the employ, possibly, of the Standard 
Oil company or some such agency. After 
that came the throwing of tbe products of 
tha prisons upon the markelata very low 
figure, and then hdnast mannfaoturers wet o 
forced to out wagee, (or, no matter though 
prison labor be only the drop in the bucket 
that many claim it to be, it must be reinein 
bersd that it is the loweat rata of wages paid 
that regulatee prioe, and not the higheet. 

"If oil criminals were employed on state 
or National work, improving waste plaoss, 
making habitable certain localities, reoUim- 
ing waste lands, etc., there would be plenty 
to do for all uf our criminals, and if they 
were |x)rmitto<i to occupy the laiid.s they re- 
claim they could lay claim to something they 
could '11 their own attar aarring out their 

time. 

"More is the aim of tbe ICiiigbts of Iwibor 
regarding i^oiivicta: Do not keep convicts iii 
idlciK 1)111 do not throw tln'ir lat(or on the 
market tor a less price than that paid to 
boiiest labor; reform the imprisoinMl as well 
as punish them ; jive tlioiii soiiietliiti'.; for 
their brains to do as well ,is th"ir li iii Is ; 
teach theni how to Lm ( hrist iatis. v\liili,< 
teaching tliein how to work; take «liiii is 
given to ilie contractor of their eariiin„'s and 
giVH it to tlieiM.>elves whoti they leave pr|..oi), 
or allow their earnin;;s to go to tlr- Mi|i|ioit 
of tlieir faiuilieK. if th'iy have aiiv instead 
of throwing those families on the chanty of 
the towa."
